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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Longshoremens '  strike  at  eastern  and  gulf  ports  continues.  On 
January  15  it  was  ctnnounced.  that  agreement  had  been  reached  on  terms 
of  settlement  at  the  port  of  New  York.  Management  at  other  portfe.have 
indicated  that  they  cannot  afford  the  same  terms  granted  by  the  port 
of  New  York,  at  least  in  terms  of  identical  benefits  to  workers.  The 
Union  has  maintained  that  no  one  port  will  return  to  work  unless 
agreement  has  been  reached  at  ail  ports  . 

The  West  Coast  and  Boston  cane  sugar  refineries  are  not  affected  by 
the  strike.  The  refineries  in  the  Southeast  can  operate  indefinitely 
on  Florida  raw  sugar  received  by  rail.  Most  refineries  in  the  Gulf 
have  Louisiana  raw  sugar  available  through  February .  Most  ;refineries 
in  New  York,  Philadelphia  and'Baltimore  as  of  January  24  had  exhausted 
their  available  supplies  of  raw  sugar  and  are  now  drawing  on  their 
refined  sugar  inventories  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  customers.  These 
refineries  ..have  large  quantities  of  raw  sugar  on  vessels  in  port 
which  can  be  unloaded  quickly  once  the  strike  is  ended.  Meanwhile, 
limited  quantities  of  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  are  moving  into  the 
northeast  from  the  south  and  west. 

On  January  16,  1969  the  Department  approved  applications  for  the 
importation  from  19  foreign  countries  of  1,015,661  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  raw  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969.  The. approval 
of  these  applications  together  with  those  approved  on  December  27, 
1968  for  the  entry  of  850,000  tons  during  the  first  quarter  of  1969, 
plus  the  quantities  of  1969  quota  raw  sugar  imported  in  1968  for  re- 
fining and  storage  under  bond  bring  the  total  to  2 ,  000  , 000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  of  1969  quota  sugar  approved  for  importation  from  foreign 
countries  prior  to  July  1,  1969.  The  quantities  requested  and  approved 
for  the  individual  for eign  countries  are  shown  in  the  tables  on  pages 
8   and  10. 

Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  last  year  set  a  new  record  of 
more  than  10.9  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  10.2 
million  tons  in  1967  and  the  previous  record  in  1966  of  10.3  .  million 
tons.  After  adjustment  for  the  inclusion  in  the  reported  sales  of 
constructive  deliveries  ,  physical  deliveries  during  1968  are  estimated 
to  harv^e  amounted  to  about  10,730,000  tons.    It  is  believedthat  actual 
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consumption  of  sugar  was  of  the  order  of  10,575,000  tons.  Probably, 
secondary  distributors  of  sugar  and  food  processors  increased  their 
sugar  inventories  by  about  150,000  tons  during  the  year. 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  cane  sugar  refiners  in  1968  distri- 
buted 7.6  million  tons  or  69.4  percent  of  the  total  distribution  for 
U.S.  consumption  compared  with  beet  processors  who  distributed  3.1 
million  tons  or  Z8.3  percent.  In  calendar  year  1967  cane  refiners 
distributed  7.2  million  tons,  ot  70.1  percent  of  the  total'  distribution 
and  beet  processors  2.8  million  tons,    or  27.6  percent. 

Sugar  distribution  in  1968  got  off  to  a  good  start  in  January  when 
deliveries  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  January  by  about  90,000  tons 
and  1968  distribution  ran  ahead  of  1967  through  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Deliveries  in  December  1968  exceeded  the  prior  December 
by  more  than  260,000  tons,  largely  because  of  constructive  deliveries 
of  more  than  225,000  tons  by  beet  processors. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  during  the  period 
January-November  1968  were  4.5  percent  above  those  of  the  same 
period  1967.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geographical 
regions.  The  North  Central  region  had  the  largest  increase  --  6.0 
percent  followed  by  the  South  with  5.3  percent  and  the  West  with  4.8 
percent.  In  the  New  England  region  the  increase  was  1.7  percent  and 
in  the  mid-Atlantic   region  1.5  percent. 

All  but  1 1  of  the  states  received  more  sugar  during  the  January- 
November  1968  period  than  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
California  continued  to  show  the  largest  increase,  up  1,258,000 
hundredweight  followed  by  Illinois  with  an  increase  of  1,201,000 
hundredweight  and  Georgia  with  636,000  hundredweight.  Texas, 
Pennsylvania,  Missouri  and  Ohio  had  increases  of  444,000,  407,000, 
406,000  and  404 , 000  hundredweight ,  respectively.  Michigan,  North 
Carolina,  "Wisconsin,  Maryland,  Indiana,  Minnesota  and  Florida,  in 
the  order  named,  had  increases  ranging  from  393,000  hundredweight 
down  to  235,000  hundredweight.  Of  the  11  states  which  received  less 
sugar  during  the  period  as  compared  with  1967  only  Washington  had 
a  decline  ofmore  than  100,000  hundredweight.  Four  of  the  states  with 
declines  were  in  the  Western  region,  two  each  in  the  New  England 
and  Southern  regions  and  one  each  in  the  mid- Atlantic  and  Norths 
Central  regions. 
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Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary- 
distributors  as  of  December  28,  1968  amounted  to  2,935,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  62,000 
tone  more  than  at  year-end  1967  and  467,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end 
of  November  1968.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined 
sugar  were  1,099,000  tons,  up  21,000  tons  from  year  end  1967  and 
up  79  >  000  tons  from  the  end  of  November  1968.  Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  1,374,000  tons  were  55,000  tons  less  than  last  year  but 
183,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier.  However,  it  is  estimated 
that  as  much  as  35  percent  of  the  1968  crop  of  beet  sugar  will  be 
produced  in  1969.  This  was  the  case  in  1963,  the  last  time  a  record 
crop  of  beet  sugar  was  produced.  If  these  expectations  are  realized 
the  effective  inventories  of  beet  sugar  on  January  1,  1969  would  be 
about  430,000  tons  more  than  the  January  1,  1968  effective  inventory 
of  2,222,000  tons.  This  will  encourage  increased  marketings  of  beet 
sugar  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1969,  as  compared  with  these 
months  of  1967  and  1968. 

There  were  two  announcements  of  changes  in  wholesale  price  quota- 
tions for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack  --  100  pound  paper  bags 
during  January.  Effective  January  15  the  Intermountain  Northwest 
region  quotation  was  reduced  .15  cents  per  pound  making  the  current 
quotation  10  . 00  cents  per  pound.  In  the  Pacific  coast  region  the  price 
quotation  was  also  reduced  .15  cents  per  pound  to  10.10  cents.  These 
were  the  only  announced  changes  in  wholesale  price  quotations  since 
mid-October  when  West  Coast  refiners  began  offering  a  competitive 
discount  of   .15  cents  from  their  quotation  of  10.40   cents  per  pound. 

Wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack  in 
the  several  geographic  regions  of  the  United  States  averaged  about  two 
percent  higher  during  the  calendar  year  1968  than  in  1967.  The 
January  1969  quotations  were  the  same  as  for  January  1968  in  the 
Eastern  Beet,  Chicago-west  and  Northwest  Intermountain  regions  and 
.15  cents  per  pound  lower  in  the  Pacific  Coast  region.  In  the  North- 
east quotations  at  11.05  cents  per  pound  were  about  four  percent  above 
those  of  JcLnuary  1968.

Nationally,  the  U.S.  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  averaged  12.22  cents  per  pound  in  November.  This 
compares  with  12.20  cents  in  November  of  last  year  and  12.26  cents 
during  October  1968.  For  the  11-month  period  January-  November 
the  price  aver  aged  1 2  .  1 8  cents  per  pound  compared  with  12.19  cents 
during  the  same  period  1967. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  pric  e  quotation  for  raw  sugar 
duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  averaged  7.62  cents  per  pound 
during  December  compared  with  7.30  cents  in  December  of  last  year 
and  7.52  cents  for  the  1968  calendar  year.  The  quotation  remained  at 
7.62  cents  through  January  7  and  on  January  8  was  increased  to  7.68 
cents  on  tone,  there  being  little  activity  in  the  market  because  of  the 
East  Coast  and  Gulf  ports  dock  workers  strike.  On  January  24  the 
quotation  was  7.69  cents  per  pound  and  averaged  7,67  cents  per  pound 
for  the  January  1-24  period.  This  compares  with  a  price  quotation  of 
7.43  cents  on  January  2^  of  last  year  and  an  average  of  7.40  cents 
per  pound  for  the  January  1-24  period. 

Sugar  production  in  Louisiana  for  1968  has  been  completed  and  totals 
about  670,000  tons  according  to  preliminary  reports.  Florida  sugar- 
cane was  damaged  by  the  freeze  of  December  15-16  and  it  is  still  too 
early  to  accurately  assess  the  extent  of  the  damage  which  will  depend 
in  some  degree  upon  the  weather  during  the  balance  of  the  season.  As 
of  January  17  sugar  production  in  Florida  totaled  274,000  tons,  with 
approximately  50  percent  of  the  crop  harvested. 
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Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  during  1968  totaled  1,231,593  tons  as  of 
December  28,  when  four  of  the  mills  had  not  yet  submitted  final 
figures.  This  year's  production  was  about  three  percent  above  last 
year  and  almost  equal  to  the  record  crop  of  1966. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  of  the  1969  crop  as  of  January  1 1 ,  when  five 
mills  were  operating,  totaled  3,0  51  tons,  96  degree  basis,  compared 
with  6,058  tons  as  of  Jajiuary  13  last  year  when  five  mills  were  also 
grinding . 

The  spot  quotation  for  world  sugar  bagged  and  .stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  2.77  cents  per  pound  in 
December  compared  with  2.17  cents  during  December  1967  and  2.39 
cents  during  Novembe r  1968.  The  average  for  calendar  year  1968  at 
1.98  cents  per  pound  was  almost  the  same  as  the  average  for  1967  of 
1.97  cents . 

The  World  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  continues  to  show  strength 
starting  the  new  year  at  3.00  cents  per  pound.  On  January  8  the  quo- 
tation declined  to  2.95  cents  and  on  January  9  to  2.90  cents.  On 
January  14  the  quotatioii  rose  to  2.95  cents  and  on  January  24  was 
2.95cents  per  pound.  The  average  for  January  1- 24  period  was  2 . 9 5 
cents  compared  with  2.15  cents  per  pound  during  the  comparabXe  period 
last  yectr.  On  January  24  futures  contracts  for  May  1969  delivery  of 
world  raw  sugar  were  quoted,  at '3  .tTS  cents  per  pound  andfor  May  1970 
delivery  3.31  cents  per  pound. 

The  first  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  under  the  1968 
Agreement  commenced  Jeinuary  20  in  London.  Export  quotas  for  1969 
are  not  expected  to  be  determined  until  the  week  of  January  27  . 
Market  observers  anticipate  that  quotas  will  be  established  at  90 
percent  of  basic  export  tonnages. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1969  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  Announces  Approval  of  Raw  Sugar  Imports  During  Second 
Quarter  of  1969: 


The  U  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  January  16  1969  approved 
applications  for  the  importation  from  19  for eign  countries  of  1,015,661 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969 . 
The  importation  of  this  quantity  of  sugar  was  authorized  in  Sugar 
Regulation  811  announced  December  20  (USDA  3982-68)  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Federal  Register  of  December  25.  This  allocation  was 
made  pursuant  to  criteria  established  in  that  regulation. 

Applications  were  considered  by  giving  first  priority  to  average  im- 
portations from  the  countries  in  the  first  half  of  1965  to  1968 
inclusive  and  second  priority  by  prorating  the  balance  to  countries  in 
order  of  size  of  quota,  smallest  first,  to  permit  up  to  5,000  tons  to 
be  imported  in  the  second  quarter. 

The  approval  of  importations  for  the  second  quarter    of  1,015,661 
tons  together  with  importations  approved  for  charge  to  quotas  during 
the  first  quarter  of  984,  339  tons  total  2,000,000  tons  of  1969  quota 
sugar  approved  for  importation  before  July  1. 

Applicants  for  quota  set^asides  are  being  notified  of  the  disposition 
of  their  requests.

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U.S.D.A.  Announces  approval  of  raw  sugar  imports  during  first 
-quarter  of  1969:  


The  U.S.D.A.  on  December  27,  1968  approved  applications  for  the 
importation  from  20  foreign  countries  of  850,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,   of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of  1969. 

The  importation  of  this  quantity  of  sugar  was  authorized  in  Sugar 
Regulation  811  announced  December  20  (USDA  3982-68)  and  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  of  December  25.  The  allocation  was  made 
pursuant  to  criteria  established  in  that  regulation. 

Applications  were  considered  by  giving  first  priority  to  average 
importations  from  the  countries  in  the  first  quarters  of  1965  to  1968 
inclusive;  second  priority  to  bringing  importations  from  each  country 
up  to  the  higher  of  5,000  tons  or  20  percent  of  the  annual  quota;  and 
third  priority  by  prorating  the  balance  in  accordance  with  the  first 
priority . 

The  importations  approved  are  additional  to  the  quantity  of  1969  quota 
raw  sugar  imported  in  1968  for  refining  and  storage  under  bond  -  -  a 
quantity  now  estimated  at  125,000  tons. 

The  quantities  requested  and  approved  are  shown  in  the  first  five 
columns  of  the  tableon  page  10. There  is  also  a  memorandum  column 
for  the  convenience  of  importers  interested  in  s  ubmitting  applications, 
on  or  before  January  15,  1969,  for  second  quarter  importations. 
The  quantities  shown  in  that  column  constitute  the  starting  points  for 
computing  the  first  priority  for  such  importations.  In  order  to 
compute  this  priority  the  quantity  of  1969  quota  sugar  entered  in  1968 
under  bond  for  refining  and  storage  must  be  deducted  in  the  case  of 
each  country  from  the  quantity  shown  in  column  six.

Announced  revised  processor  allotments  which 
limit  the  entry  of  Puerto  Rican  sugar  into  the 
continental  United  States,  for  direct-  consumption 
during  calendar  year  1968. 

The  revised  allotments  reflect  the  determination 
of  deficits  of  255  tons  for  Central  Aguirre  Sugar 
Co.  and  453  tons  for  Western  Sugar  Refining  Co.

allottee's  estimated  January  1,  1969  physical 
inventory,  which  could  not  be  marketed  within  its 
1968  marketing  allotment.
